West Africa is q u ietly headin g in ­ 
to b ein g the fair-haired b o y in o u r 
en ergy crisis. The go o d lightn in g is 
du e to hit little-kn o wn Nigeria, n ice­ 
ly o u t o f the M ideast-Persian Gu lf 
o rb it. 
Frighten ed Eu ro p e liv es o n Mid­ 
east an d Persian Gu lf o il. So do es 
Jap an , A u stralia, etc. In div idu ally , 
o f co u rse, the mo st im p o rtan t fo u n ­ 
tain is Sau di Arab ia, co v erin g three- 
fo u rths o f the v ast A rab ian p en in su ­ 
la. Kin g Sau d, like o ther Arab lead­ 
ers, is walkin g o n mo n ey . 
This P ersian Gu lf dep en den ce, 
ho wev er, is relativ ely recen t. In 1939 
the area p ro du ced o n ly six p er cen t 
o f the w o rld’s o il. No w this fo u n tain 
p ro du ces 35 p er cen t o f an im m en se­ 
ly ex p an ded wo rld m arket. 
So u theast an d E ast Asia are try ­ 
in g to get o u t fro m u n der su ch de­ 
p en den ce. The regio n s’ o il dem an d 
is p resen tly ab o u t six millio n b arrels 
\ 
daily . It is ex p ected to in crease fiv e- * 
fo ld b y 1990. The escap e hatch ap ­ 
p ears to b e 13,000-islan d In do n esia. 
No less than 4 9 o il co m p an ies are 
n o w p ro du cin g (a millio n b arrels a 
day ) o r ex p lo rin g fo r In do n esian o il. 
Ev en Chin a is try in g to b reak 
away . As this co lu mn rep o rted last 
Ju n e, P rem ier Cho u En -lai co n fi­ 
den tly to ld U.S. dip lo m atic rep re­ 
sen tativ e Dav id K. E. Bru ce in Pek­ 
in g that Chin a is n o w p ro du cin g 6 00,- 
000 b arrels a day . “ Yo u are p ro b ab ly 
su rp rised,” the P rem ier rem arked. 
Cho u stated that C hin a’s o wn ex ­ 
p lo ratio n is “p ro gressin g w ell.” He 
rev ealed that the ex p lo ratio n s are in 
“ o u r so u theast an d so u thwest re ­ 
gio n s .” An d Cho u co n v in ced Mr. 
Bru ce that Chin a is ab so lu tely deter­ 
min ed n o t to im p o rt an y o il fro m Ar­ 
ab co u n tries, Ru ssia o r an y where. 
Mr. Bru ce to ld o u r State D ep art­ 
men t that he b eliev es Chin a will su c­ 
ceed in this p rev io u sly u n disclo sed 
o b jectiv e. 
An o ther p ro misin g o il regio n is 
the fo rb iddin g, o v erfo liaged, “rain 
fo rest ’ ’ n o rthw est co rn er o f the Am­ 
azo n ju n gle w here Co lo mb ia, E cu a­ 
do r an d P eru m eet. 
There are two 193-mile an d 318- 
m ile tran s-An dean p ip elin es to the 
Pacific an d the seco n d alo n e is de­ 
liv erin g 225 ,000 b arrels a day . 
The go v ern m en tal, geo grap hic 
an d o ther p ro b lem s are en o rm o u s, 
ho wev er, an d the wo rld ex p erts’ u n i­ 


v ersally held o p in io n is that the o n ly 
im m en se u n dev elo p ed o il fields are 
in Ru ssia. 
At this p o in t en ter West A frica’s 
Nigeria in the A m erican in terest. 
We m ay n o t realize that Nigeria 
is actu ally the third largest ex p o rter 
o f o il to the Un ited States, n ex t to 
Can ada an d Ven ezu ela. Its p ro du c­ 
tio n is an estim ated two millio n b ar­ 
rels a day . Mo re than 900 wells p ro ­ 
du ce a cru de that has as lo w su lp hu r 
co n ten t as that fro m Lib y a. In the 
term o f the in tern atio n al o il trade 
it’s “sw eet.” N igeria’s o il rev en u e 
last y ear was $1.3 b illio n . 


Fo reign Min ister Okio Arikp o has 
stated that Nigeria wan ted to retain 
relatio n s with Israel b u t that “ it was 
n ecessary to b reak relatio n s o n Oct. 
25 after Israel u sed an d to o k adv an ­ 
tage o f the Oct. 22 cease-fire to ex ­ 
ten d Israel’s ho ldin gs o f Egy p tian 
territo ry .” 
F ederal Co mmissio n er fo r Min es 
an d Po w er Shettin a Ali Mo n glin o , in 
tu rn , has stated that Nigeria is u n ­ 
willin g to in crease p ro du ctio n to 
p ro fit fro m the Arab wo rld cu tb acks. 
Ho wev er, I fin d that b ehin d the 
scen es the resu lt is an o ther side o f 
the N igerian o il p o ten tial. 
N igeria takes a 12Vfc p er cen t ro y ­ 
alty in cash o n all o il ex tracted b y 
fo reign -o wn ed co m p an ies. Bu t Nige­ 
ria retain ed the right to take that 
ro y alty in o il. 


The go v ern m en t can sell that 12^ 
p er cen t in o il thro u gh its Nigerian 
Natio n al Oil Co rp o ratio n an d p u t Ni­ 
geria directly in the p etro leu m ex ­ 
p o rt b u sin ess. 
A dditio n al eq u ip m en t, added 
skilled m an p o wer, etc., wo u ld b e 
n eeded to chan ge this Nigerian right 
in to in creased o il o u tp u t. Bu t Nige­ 
ria has already q u ietly accu m u lated 
aro u n d 35 0,000 b arrels o f o il in stead 
o f cash an d the go v ern m en t is p ress­ 
in g fo r in creased o u tp u t an d the 
fastest p o ssib le dev elo p men t o f n ew 
Fin ds rep o rted fro m Lago s. 
At least 25 m ajo r co m p an ies an d 
n atio n s will p articip ate in the seco n d 
stage o f a b iddin g fo r o il which is to 
co me fro m the higher o u tp u t an d the 
p ro m isin g ex p lo ratio n s as well. 
To day the Un ited States b u y s 27 
p er cen t o f N igeria’s o il. The p o ten ­ 
tial in crease p u ts the West African 
co u n try in the fair-haired b o y class 
in the relief o f o u r en ergy crisis. 


Nix on s witc h on pre s s

WASHINGTON 
(K FS)— On e’s 
attitu de, as Ly n do n Jo hn so n u sed to 
like to say , u su ally dep en ds o n 
who se o x is b ein g go red. 
Presiden t Nix o n ex cu ses his fail­ 
u re to b e can did ab o u t the weird go ­ 
in gs-o n in his White Ho u se b y claim ­ 
in g that fu ll disclo su re wo u ld jeo p ­ 
ardize n atio n al secu rity . He fu rther 
su ggests that his tro u b les are so m e­ 
ho w cau sed b y a p ress co n sp iracy 
‘again st him , in stead o f b y co rru p t 
m en in his serv ice who b u rgled an d 
b u gged an d lied to gran d ju ries. 
This is ex actly the o p p o site o f the 
way he felt—o r at least said he felt— 
to w ard n atio n al secu rity an d the 
p ress o n ly 12 y ears ago . Bu t then it 
was n o t Nix o n ’s o x that was b ein g 
go red in tho se day s; it was Jo hn F. 
Ken n edy ’s. 
On e week after Fide! Castro de­ 
m o lished Ken n edy ’s first in tern a­ 
tio n al v en tu re at the Bay o f Pigs, the 
Presiden t so u ght to create a div er­ 
sio n fro m his o wn em b arrassm en t 
b y criticizin g the p ress. Ken n edy 
to ld a n ew sp ap er o rgan izatio n o n 
Ap ril 27 , 1961, that the p ress n eeded 
to “ heed the du ty o f self-restrain t” 
an d that the dem an ds o f n atio n al se­ 
cu rity req u ired “ far greater” o ffi­ 
cial secrecy than im p o sed in the 
p ast. 
Actu ally , two n ew sp ap ers had 
u n co v ered the Bay o f Pigs p lo t in a d ­ 
v an ce, b u t had refrain ed fro m p u b ­ 
lishin g it in resp o n se to White Ho u se 
p leas. After the in v asio n failed, ho w­ 
ev er, the sto ry was to ld in u n sp arin g 
an d critical detail. 
Ken n edy p ro fessed to see grav e 
dan gers to this co u n try fro m n ews­ 
p ap ers that “ reco gn ize o n ly the tests 
o f jo u rn alism an d n o t the tests o f n a­ 
tio n al secu rity .” He called fo r a n a­ 
tio n al schem e o f self-cen so rship in 
han dlin g in fo rm atio n that might af­ 
fect U.S. secu rity . 


An d who sho u ld p ro m p tly co me 
to the defen se o f the p o o r, irresp o n ­ 
sib le p ress b u t R ichard Nix o n . In his 
first m ajo r sp eech after his n arro w 
Presiden tial defeat, Nix o n o b serv ed 
tartly o n May 9 in D etro it that Ken ­ 
n edy “ ap p eared to b lam e the p ress 
fo r recen t Cu b an ev en ts.” 
“ No rep o rter w o rth his salt wo u ld 
d e lib e ra te ly p u b lish in fo rm atio n 
hu rtfu l to n atio n al secu rity ,” Nix o n 
said. “ P re sid e n t K en n edy ’s r e ­ 
m arks will in ev itab ly en co u rage 
go v ern m en t o fficials to fu rther with­ 
ho ld in fo rm atio n to which the p u b lic 
is en titled.” 
Nix o n p o o h-p o o hed n atio n al se­ 
cu rity as an ex cu se Ken n edy was 
p u ttin g fo rth to escap e resp o n sib ility 
fo r his o wn erro rs in the Cu b an deb a­ 
cle, 
“The p lea o f secu rity ,” Nix o n 
said, “ wo u ld well b eco m e a clo ak fo r 
erro rs, m isju dgm en ts an d o ther fail­ 
in gs o f go v ern m en t. The who le co n ­ 
cep t o f a retu rn to secrecy in p eace­ 
time dem o n strates a p ro fo u n d m is­ 
u n derstan din g o f the ro le o f a free 
p ress as o p p o sed to that o f a co n ­ 
tro lled p ress.” 
F u rtherm o re, Nix o n su ggested 
that an y in accu racies in rep o rtin g 
the in v asio n might easily hav e b een 
du e to “ a delib erate attem p t to m is­ 
lead, 
“ Ho w can the p ress b e ex p ected 
to get at the tru th when an o n y mo u s 
A d m in istratio n sp o kesm en keep 
co n tradictin g each o ther?” he asked 
rheto rically . 
The mo tiv es b ehin d Nix o n ’s re­ 
v ersal o f v iew p o in t w ere self- 
ev iden t . 
, 
He has u rged that the W atergate 
situ atio n b e kep t in p ersp ectiv e. 
Part o f do in g so is to rem em b er that 
Nix o n o n ce cham p io n ed the p ress 
fo r ex p o sin g a P residen t’s m istake 
as v igo ro u sly as he n o w co n dem n s 
u s fo r do in g the sam e thin g. 


REFLECTIONS— The sev en o r 
eight m em b ers o f the Co u n ty Bo ard, 
who o n Tu esday scu ttled the rezo n ­ 
in g o f the n u rsin g-ho me p ro p erty 
an d thu s held u p the sale o f the p ro p ­ 
erty , did it thro u gh self-serv in g m o ­ 
tiv es.

There is n o do u b t o f the serio u s 
n atu re o f the cu rren t en ergy crisis. 
Bu t tho se o fficials an d co m m en ta­ 
to rs who decry a drab fu tu re b e­ 
cau se o f en dem ic en ergy scarcities 
are n o t p lay in g their C assan dra 
ro les co n v in cin gly . 
Sp iro Agn ew o n ce talked o f the 
recklessn ess o f selected n ew sp ap er 
an d telev isio n an aly sts. Bu t these 
day s o n e is ap p alled at the v iv id im ­ 
agin atio n o f so me go v ern m en t men . 
A day o r so ago this rep o rter 
heard a high ran kin g federal ap ­ 
p o in tee talkin g o f a wo rld p o p u latio n 
o f 35 b illio n as tho u gh this were al­ 
mo st a certain ty . The im p licatio n 
was that n o p o wer o n earth co u ld 
m eet the en ergy dem an ds o f that 
en o rm o u s p o p u latio n —which m ight 
well b e tru e if o n e accep ts this em o ­ 
tio n al ex trap o latio n o f b irths. 
In my p re-Wo rld War II day s in 
Jap an , eq u ally b izarre scare state­ 
m en ts o n the p o p u latio n ex p lo sio n in 
tho se islan ds were alm o st daily fare. 
Bu t lo an d b eho ld, well b efo re 
do o msday n atu re, with a little go v ­ 
ern m en t assistan ce, had b raked J a ­ 
p an ’s p o p u latio n gro wth to an em i­ 
n en tly reaso n ab le figu re. 
The p lain an d sim p le tru th is that 
while we face a crisis to day , ab u n ­ 
dan t en ergy ex ists in the earth an d 
ab o v e to meet alm o st an y reaso n a­ 
b le en ergy dem an ds. The p ro b lem , 
o f co u rse, is n o t a scarcity o f en ergy , 


b u t o u r n o t hav in g dev elo p ed p racti­ 
cal way s o f u tilizin g what is av aila­ 
b le, which is a differen t m atter. 
Ov er the lo n g ru n the p ro b lem is 
m an ageab le. My frien ds in the field 
in sist the techn ical challen ges are n o 
greater than tho se su rm o u n ted in 
go in g to the mo o n . The co st o f the 
First 10-y ear stin t will likely b e ab o u t 
the sam e as the sp ace v en tu re, 
so m ew here in the n eighb o rho o d o f 
$4 0 b illio n . The scien tists an d techn i­ 
cian s are av ailab le. A go o d deal o f 
the b asic theo retical research n ec­ 
essary fo r w idesp read dev elo p m en t 
has b een do n e in a v ariety o f en ergy 
fields. 
The n eed is actio n an d timin g in 
so lv in g the p ractical p ro b lem s p lu s, 
o f co u rse so me added theo retical 
b reakthro u ghs. First, there’s the 
real p o wer p in ch to day that w e’v e 
go t to liv e with. On ce that is su r­ 
m o u n ted in three to fo u r y ears with a 
m ajo r assist fro m the Alaskan p ip e­ 
lin e, there’s an o ther p o ten tial crisis 
ab o u t a decade do wn the ro ad as de­ 
m an d again o u tstrip s su p p ly . 
Lastly , there’s the steady lo n g­ 
tim e p ro b lem o f keep in g p ace with 
the rap idly ex p an din g u sage o f en er­ 
gy , which will co n tin u e so lo n g as 
man liv es o n earth. 
The raw m aterials are av ailab le 
to m eet each o f these crises in its 
o wn p articu lar time fram e. We’re 
late o n so lv in g crisis n u m b er o n e, 
b ecau se o f n egligen ce, an d we will 


p ay fo r it in so me disco m fo rt. Bu t 
there is n o reaso n we can n o t take ac­ 
tio n to av ert su b seq u en t crises. 
In the lo n g ru n , three p o wer 
so u rces hav e v irtu ally in fin ite p o ssi­ 
b ilities—fu sio n , so lar an d geo ther­ 
m al—with n u clear b reeder reacto rs 
a m ajo r p o ssib ility in the in term e­ 
diate term . 
F u rther, a regu lar b u t reaso n a­ 
b le in v estm en t in research wo u ld 
dev elo p 
b attery -ru n 
au to m o b iles, 
highly p ractical if n o t so p o werfu l as 
to day ’s chargers. 
In the n ex t sev eral y ears, well 
b efo re the p o ten tial crisis o f the e a r­ 
ly 1980s, it will b e q u ite p o ssib le to 
dev elo p eco n o mical m etho ds fo r the 
liq u efactio n an d gassificatio n o f co al 
an d fo r the u tilizatio n o f o il shale, 
which we hav e in ab u n dan ce.

A different holiday main dish

Yams 
make 
a 
wonderful 
stuffing for poultry and other 
meats although most of us in 
regions other than the South 
rarely use them in this way. 
For the holidays, treat dinner 
guests to Yam Stuffed Pork 
Chops.

Energy crisis may change school athletic schedules

CHICAGO (A P ) - Sugges­ 
tions to conserve fuel and ener­ 
gy at the athletic level were di­ 
rected to the 
Illinois 
High 
School Association’s 776 princi­ 
pals this week. 
And an IHSA spokesman said 
today if the energy crisis wor­ 
sens playing schedules in the 
state basketball championship 
series might be tightened. 
' The circular mailed to princi­ 
pals by Harry Fitzhugh, IHSA 
executive 
secretary, 
urged 
among 
other 
measures 
car 
pools or use of school buses to 


transport fans; economical uses 
of gyms, and consolidation of 
holiday tournaments schedules. 
"Allofusare very much aware 
that availability of fuels is at a 
premium,” Fitzhugh told the 
principals, “ and the situation 
may well become worse before 
it improves.” 
As for the state cage tourna­ 
ment program in late February 
and March, the IHSA said if 
the situation then demanded re­ 
gional and sectional play could 
be trimmed at least one day, 
David Fry, assistant execu­ 


tive-director, said “ the IHSA 
feels that it had to be done, the 
one-game per night regionals or 
sectionals could be changed to 
two games per night. 
“ A four-team regional nor­ 
m ally runs three nights, with 
one game per night. Instead, 
two games could be played one 
night with the winners playing 
for 
the 
title 
the 
following 
night,” Fry suggested. 
“ Eight-team regionals nor­ 
mally run five nights, but the 
format 
easily could be ar­ 
ranged for two games each the 


tirst, second and third nights 
and the title game on a fourth 
night. 
“ If we had to, an eight-team 
tourney could be played in two 
days, like the state final round 
at Champaign, III., but this 
would affect school time.” 
Another measure to be con­ 
sidered if the energy crisis wor­ 
sens, Fry said, would be elim i­ 
nating Saturday night play dur­ 
ing the regular cage season. 
“ These games could be played 
earlier in the week and a 
school could shut down totallv 


on Saturday,” F ry said. 
The Fitzhugh circular made 
these suggestions: 


Transportation—Reduce 
or 
eliminate scouting trips; trans­ 
port more than one team in a 
vehicle when possible; and en­ 
courage all fans to use school- 
provided buses, car pools or 
public transportation. 


F a c ilitie s — 
Consolidate 
schedules and 
practice ses­ 
sions; restrict use of gyms to 
current sports and not for spe­ 
cial recreation programs, con­ 


ditioning programs, etc.; re­ 
duce 
tem peratures 
within 
health limits. 
Administration—Use 
public 
address systems to remind fans 
to reduce heat and light at 
their homes before attending 
athletic events, and consolidate 
tournament schedules to a min­ 
imum number of competitive 
days. 
“ It is expected that further 
suggestions may be forthcom­ 
ing for response, in the area of 
interscholastic activities, to the 
energy crisis,” Fitzhugh said.

Record deer harvest 
by Illinois hunters 


S P R IN G F IE L D - Hunters 
set a new record for bagging 
the white-tailed deer this year 
in Illinois. 
Unofficial 
tallies 
following 
the final three days of the six- 
day shotgun season last week­ 
end show the total kill to be 
13,730, which eclipses the 
record 1971 year by 3,349. It is 
3,500 more than last year. 


Reports to the Conservation 
Dt'partment indicate 4,151 deer 
were checked in during the 
final portion of the season. 
R e visé unofficial tallies for 
the first half of the season — 
Nov. 16, 17, 18 — totaled 9,579. 
Southern 
Illin o is hunters 
totaled 5,870 deer during the six 
days, with 4,386 during the first 
half of the seascMi, followed by 
1,484 during the last three days. 
Central Illinois showed a total 
of 4,718 deer, with 3,161 taken 
during the first half and 1,557 
bagged during the final half. 
Northern Illinoisans produced 
3,126 white-tails, 
with 
2,016 
coming during the first three 
days and 1,110 during the latter 
half of the season. 
Williamson County led in the 
deer harvest, totaling 1,168 deer 
during the six hunting days. 
Last year, W illiam son ac­ 
counted for only 307 deer; how­ 
ever, the county figure more 
than tripled due to opening of 
('rab Orchard National Refuge. 
Pope County hunters bagged 
868 deer, 
followed 
by 
Jo 
Daviess with 645, Hancock with 
490, Adams with 461, Johnson 
with 455, Carroll with 449 and 
Pike with 425 white-tails. 
“ Several factors accounted 
for the increase in this year’s 
harvest,” said Tony Dean, 


director 
of 
the 
Illinois 
Department of Conservation. 
“ Spring flooding conditions in 
the river bottoms drove deer 
into the open and many did not 
return when the water receded. 
This made them easier to hunt. 
Other factors were excellent 
weather during both halves of 
the season, plus all crops being 
harvested, both of which made 
hunting easier. This, plus the 
fact that we sold every avail­ 
able 
permit 
this 
year, 
in­ 
creased the total number of 
harvested anim als.” 
Jack Calhoun, biologist in 
charge of deer management, 
pointed out that there was not 
an over-kill. “ There was an in­ 
crease of the herd from last 
year, and we expected a har­ 
vest increase. The biggest in­ 
crease in the harvest came in 
central 
Illinois, 
in 
counties 
which are highly agricultural. 
We were getting more and 
more crop damage 
reports 
from these counties, and the 
increase in deer harvest in 
these areas was desired.” 
Calhoun reminded that in 
1957, first year of modern deer 
hunting in Illinois, critics felt 
most of the white-tails had been 
killed off when 1,700 deer were 
taken by gunners and ^ 
by 
archers. That was not the case, 
however, and the deer herd has 
steadily increased each year 
since 1957, as have harvest 
figures. 
“ W e’re not running a num­ 
bers game,” Calhoun pointed 
out. “ We are not trying to in­ 
crease the deer kill every year. 
What we are trying to do is 
maintain the Illinois herd in 
numbers that agriculture and 
forests can support.”

Daniel Walker has signed 
legislation providing $139.2 mil­ 
lion for construction and plan­ 
ning of downstate freeways. 
The money, previously vetoed 
by Walker, was part of a com­ 
promise reached Nov. 24 to es­ 
tablish a Regional Transit Au­ 
thority in six northeastern Il­

m en ts, Illin oisan s play ed cru ­ 
cial roles. An d the lesson s of 
those cases will help decide the 
fu tu re of Presiden t Nix on . 
It was Feb. 21, 1868 when 
Sen . Ly man Tru mbu ll, a Re­ 
con stru ction ist Repu blican from 
Illin ois, learn ed that Presiden t 
An drew John son had fired Sec­ 
retary of War Edwin M. Stan ­ 
ton . An ally of the Recon stru c­ 
tion ists, Stan ton was u n der­ 
cu ttin g John son ’s efforts for re­ 
con ciliation of the 
defeated 
Con federacy . An ticipatin g John ­ 
son ’s cou rse, the Con gress a 
y ear before had passed the 
Ten u re of Office act, ov er the 
Presiden t’s v eto. The act for­ 
bade rem ov al of cabin et offi­ 
cers withou t the con sen t of the 
Sen ate. 
No frien d of John son ’s, Tru m ­ 
bu ll v oted soon after to cen su re 
the Presiden t. John son 
had 
flou ted a law, which thou gh of 
qu estion able legality an d de­ 
sign , had n ot y et been stru ck 
down by the Su preme Cou rt. 


The Hou se qu ickly drew u p 11 
articles of im peachm en t, ap­ 
prov ed each by a simple m ajor­ 
ity an d placed them before the 
Sen ate for trial. If two-thirds of 
the sen ators v oted for an y spec­ 
ification John son wou ld be re­ 
mov ed from office. 
John son an d his defen ders 
charged that the im peachm en t 
was pu rely political; that the 
Presiden t had n ot committed 
treason , bribery , a high crim e 
or m isdem ean or, an d therefore 
there 
was 
n o con stitu tion al 
grou n d for his remov al. Stan ­ 
ton ’s dism issal, they argu ed, 
was m ean t as a test of the Ten ­ 
u re of Office Act. 
E n ter an other Illin oisan . Rep. 
John A. Logan of Mu rphy sboro 
was on e of the men the Hou se 
chose to m an age presen tation 
of the im peachm en t articles to 
the Sen ate. To John son ’s de­ 
fen ders he sa id : 
“Now, it is adm itted by all 
sides that an y officer may be 
remov ed u n der ou r laws for 
an y reason , n o reason or for 
political reason s sim ply ....” 
Pu t simply the qu estion w a s: 
does the Presiden t serv e at the 
pleasu re of the Con gress or to 
be remov ed mu st he wilfu lly 
com m itt an act for which u n der 
the federal statu tes he is in ­ 
dictable? 
Tru m bu ll took the first v iew 
in spite of in ten se pressu re 
from home du rin g the two- 
mon th trial an d his person al 
dislike for John son . A state R e­ 
pu blican con v en tion in Chicago 
passed 
a 
resolu tion 
which 


warn ed that an y sen ator who 
v oted for acqu ittal wou ld be 
‘‘In fam ou s. . .dishon ored . . 
ex e crabie. ' 
A party leader told Tru mbu ll 
that if he v oted to acqu it, the 
sen ator cou ld n ev er appear on 
a Chicago street withou t bein g 
ju stifiably 
“stru n g 
from 
a 
lam p-post.” ‘ 
Bu t when the v ote cam e, 
Tru mbu ll was amon g the 19 
who v oted in n ocen t. Thirty -fiv e 
v oted gu ilty , on e short of the 
n eeded two-thirds. 
Tru m bu ll wrote before cast­ 
in g his ballot: “in v iew of the 
con sequ en ces likely to 
flow 
from this day ’s proceedin gs, 
I liiinois I

shou ld they resu lt in con v iction 
on what my ju dgem en t tells me 
are in su fficien t charges an d 
proofs, I trem ble for the fu tu re 
of my cou n try .* 
Bu t the grou n d he stood on 
soon cam e u n der an other a t­ 
tack from an other Illin oisan . In

Ju dge Robert W. Archibald was 
accu sed of u sin g his position 
for priv ate gain an d of.tak in g 
loan s from litigan ts. 
Rep. John A. Sterlin g of Il­ 
lin ois, m an agin g the im peach­ 
men t for the Hou se, resu r­ 
rected Logan ’s ghost. 


The Con stitu tion , he said, 
“pu ts 
n o lim itation 
on 
the 
Hou se... or the Sen ate, on what 
con stitu tes these crim es, m is­ 
d em ea n ors 
an d 
m is­ 
behav iors....There is n o law 
which bin ds the Sen ate in this 
case today ex cept that law 
which is prescribed by their 
own con scien ce an d on that, 
an d on that alon e, mu st depen d 
the resu lt of this tria l.” 
Archibald was con v icted 
Thirteen y ears late that doc­ 
trin e was ex pan ded in the case 
of U.S. D istrict Ju dge George 
W. En glish of East St. Lou is, 
who was accu sed by The St. 
Lou is Post D ispatch with ru n ­ 
n in g an ex tortion rack et, n ot a 
cou rt. He resign ed before he 
cou ld be tried. 
Un willin g to let its work go 
for n au ght, the Hou se issu ed a 
statem en t that drastically ex ­ 
pan ded the A rchibald prece­ 
den t: 
“ It is n ow, we believ e, con ­ 
sidered that im peachm en t is 
n ot 
con fin ed 
alon e 
to 
acts 
which are forbidden by the 
Con stitu tion or federal statu tes. 
The better su stain ed an d mod­ 
ern v iew is that the prov ision 
for im peachm en t in the Con ­ 
stitu tion ...applies to acts which 
are n ot defin ed as crim in al an d 
m ade su bject 
to in dictmen t 
...thu s an official may be im­ 
peached for offen ses of a politi­ 
cal n atu re an d for gross betray ­ 
al of pu blic in terests.” 
Dou bt the v alu e of su ch prec­ 
eden ts? Con sider the words of 
Vice Presiden t G erald Ford, a 


Con gressman in 197 0 attem pt­ 
in g to impeach Su preme Cou rt 
Ju stice William 0. Dou glas; 
“What then is an impeachable 
offen se^ The on ly hon est an ­ 
swer is that an im peacable of­ 
fen se is whatev er a m ajority of 
the Hou se of Represen tativ es 
con sider- it to be at a giv en 
momen t in history ; con v iction 
resu lts from w hatev er offen se 
or offen ses two thirds of the 
other body con siders to be su f­ 
ficien tly seriou s to requ ire the 
remov al of the accu sed from 
office ” 
Tru mbu ll pu t it this way : 
“The qu estion to be decided 
is n ot whether An drew John son 
is a proper person to fill the 
presiden tial office, n or whether 
it IS fit that he shou ld rem ain 
in it...On ce set, the ex am ple of 
impeachin g a 
Presiden t 
for 
what, when the ex citemen t of 
the hou se shall hav e su bsided, 
will be regarded as in su fficien t 
cau se, n o fu tu re Presiden t will 
be safe who happen s to differ 
with the m ajority of the Hou se 
an d two-thirds of the Sen ate on 
an y m easu re deem ed by them 
importan t ...W’hat then becomes 
of the checks an d balan ces of 
the Con stitu tion so carefu lly de­ 
v ised an d so v ital to its perpet­ 
u ity ? They are all gon e...I can ­ 
n ot be an in stru m en t to pro­ 
du ce su ch a resu lt, an d at the 
hazard of ties ev en of frien d­ 
ship an d affection , till calm er 
times shall do ju stice to my 
motiv es, n o altern ativ e is left 
me bu t the in flex ible discharge 
of du ty ."

Yes, Virgin ia, there is a San ­ 
ta Clau s! 
Most of u s rem em ber those 
famou s lin es of assu ran ce to a 
dou btin g child, bu t skippin g 
from fable to actu ality , there 
defin itely is a San ta Clau s-4 n 
sou thern In dian a—an d, accord­ 
in g to the U.S. Postal Serv ice, 
the post office there will be con ­ 
tin u ed, ev en thou gh the zip code 
has su bm erged other small 
town postm ark s. 
The Postm asto* G en eral’s of­ 
fice has con firmed that the tin y 
commu n ity in sou ther In dia­ 
n a’s “ Lin coln Cou n try ” will get 
to keep its n am e-bearin g po^- 
m ark , the town ’s most im por­ 
tan t asset sin ce pre-Civ il War 
day s. 
While the town of San ta Clau s 
has a popu lation of less than 
300, its fairy lan d-ty pe post of­ 
fice han dles abou t fou r million 
pieces of mail an n u ally , the 
bu lk of which is du rin g the 
C hristm as mailin g season . In 
this hu ge ton n age of mail are 
alway s thou san ds of letters 
simply addressed to San ta from 
children all ov er the world, as 
well as hu n dreds of thou san ds 
of season al greetin g cards sen t 
in bu lk to get the famou s San ta 
Clau s postm ark as they a re re- 
m ailed. The American Legion 
an d v ariou s citizen s all help in 
the av alan che of Christmas 
mail. 
The town got its n ame back in 
1852, when the problem of a 
n am e was bein g discu ssed at a 
C h ristm as E v e com m u n ity 
party . Names by the dozen had 
been su bm itted, bu t n on e ac­ 
cepted. 
Then in walked the m an who 
was play in g commu n ity San ta 
Clau s, bu rden ed down 
with 
gifts 
Someon e su ggested the 
town be n amed San ta Clau s. 
San ta Clau s, In d., rem ain ed 


relativ ely obscu re u n til the late 
1920’s, when Robert Ripley fea­ 
tu red the town in his colu mn , 
“Believ e It or N ot.” That start­ 
ed an av alan che of in qu iries by 
children , askin g whether there 
really was a place n am ed San ta 
Clau s. Su dden ly the tin y com­ 
m u n ity had a big correspon d­ 
en ce problem . 
In the 1930’s, the post office 
departm en t decided to close the 
San ta Clau s post office an d 
thereby stop the in ru sh of mail, 
million s of pieces that had to be 
han dled in a short tim e in a 
sm all office. 
Bu t Un cle Sam ’s big shots in 
the post office defin itely m is­ 
ju dged their sm all-fry patron s. 
L etters of protest pou red in by 
the thou san ds from all ov er the 
n ation . So Un cle Sam decided it 
might be a wise mov e to keep 
the San ta Clau s postm ark after 
all, thu s av oidin g the w rath of 
the n ation ’s children , n ot to 
men tion their paren ts. 
The mail still pou rs in to San ­ 
ta Clau s at Christm astim e. Bu t 
a n ew postoffice bu ildin g, bu ilt 
in 1957 , allows a larger work 
force, an d somehow all the 
cards an d letters get the fam i­ 
liar postm ark an d go ou t to 
brighten som eon e’s day . 
At the dedication , post office 
officials com m en ted: “Fan tasy 
an d sen tim en t are an importan t 
part of Am erican person ality . 
San ta Clau s sy m tolizes that 
fin e spirit.” There is an other 
post office with a Christ masy 
them e, the on e at Noel, Mo. Bu t 
in v olu me of m ail, San ta Clau s, 
In d. still leads the race,

Six y ears ago, J oey and 46

other y oungsters afflicted with 
leukemia entered Philadelphia 
Children’s Hospital for treat­ 
ment. The other 46 are dead. 
The doctors say they can only 
prolong J oey ’s life; they can’t 
sav e it.

that and real-life miracles are 
in short supply these day s. 
J oey has his ups and downs. 
Thursday night he was up ... 
up like big brother J ohn before 
a key game ... up like any 
other frisky ll-y ear-old boy . 
And he is like any other ll- 
y ear-old ...ex cept for a slight 
limp and the killing disease 
buried inside his body . 
“ I’d like to reflect on the 
things in my life that put me 


up here,” he told the crowd, 
which included more than a 
dozen former Heisman winners. 
“ My family , my brothers and 
sister, my mother and father 
... there’s not a greater couple 
around. 
My 
mother 
alway s 
cries at these affairs, so I’ll try 
not to.” 
For once in a record-breaking 
career, Cappelletti cam e up 
short. His v oice shook and he 
had to wipe his ey es with a 
napkin as he told of the battle 
J oey was going through, much 
tougher than merely carry ing a 
football 30-40 times ev ery week­ 
end. 
"A lot of people think I go 
through a lot on Saturday s get­ 
ting bumps and bruises,” he 


said. “ But for me it’s only on 
Saturday s and only in the fall. 
For J oey it’s all y ear round 
and it’s a nev er-ending battle 
what he puts up with. The Heis­ 
man Trophy is more his than 
mine because he’s been a great 
inspiration to m e.” 
Ov er the last six y ears, J oey 
has put up with numerous shots 
— he has to be back in Phila­ 
delphia today for another one, 
a new drug which hopefully will 
let him liv e a little longer — 
and painful bone marrow tests. 
Once he was in a coma for a 
week. 
“ He nev er complains,” J ohn 
said. “ He nev er asks why . He 
accepts it, but he refuses to 
giv e up.
